Strathmore, Alta, Jan. 31—Sugar 
produced from beets grown in Alber- 
ta had a value of approximately $1,- 
500,000 in 1980, according to figures 
submitted to a meeting of growers 
here recently. The industry has 
grown by leaps and bounds. In 1913 
seven thousand acres in Southern 
Alberta were devoted to beet grow- 
ing and this had increased to 14,000 
acres in 1920. 

In the Raymond district alone iast 
year 28,000 tons of beets were grown. 
The value of this crop was more than 
$800,000. 

Average cost of production was 
from $40.00 to $45.00 for a ten-ton 
crop and average price received by 
growers at factories was $70 per 
ton.

without pay for fourteen weeks. His 
car was wrecked. But since the 
drunken motorist, who wag the cause 
of the accident, had no money and no 
insurance, the victim was without re- 
course. He was not helped by the 
offender being in jail for five months. 
The provincial statutes protect the 
public against loss from injuries due 
to defects in the highways. It is 
quite as important that they should 
protect the public from loss through 
mechanical] defects of cars or physic- 
al and mental defects of drivers 
whom the provincial authorities per- 
mit to use the highways.

Alex., Fred and Max Geraldi, all 
players on the Tweed Trent Valley 
hockey team, were brought before 
Magistrate Casement in court in 
Madoc yesterday afternoon and were 
charged with assault and occasioning 
bodily harm to M. J. Barkey, a play- 
‘er on the Madoc hockey team. 

Only two of the young men were 
able to appear. Max Geraldi was) 
unable to leave his home on account 
of injuries received in the last 
hockey game when Tweed play- 
ed Madoc. The case was remanded 
and the boys were released on $3,000 
bail each. Sergeant H. Storey, sta- 
tioned at the local provincial police 
headquarters under Inspector Lough- 
heed, went out to Tweed yesterday, 
investigating the affair and placed 
the young men under arrest. 

The unfortunate accident occurred 
during a hockey game in Tweed last 
Friday night between Madoc and 
Tweed, a regular Trent Valley 
League fixture. The last following 
facts were sifted out of a maze of 
confliction opinions. The play, when 
the incident occurred, was in a corn- 
er of the rink. Max Geraldi and 
Barkey were fighting for possession 
of the puck. It is alleged that Ger- 
aldi, ¢ither intentionally or as a mis- 
take, “butt-ended” Barkey in the 
neck. Barkey, it is stated by Ma- 
doc supporters, resented this and 
probably lost his head. With a swing 
he brought his hockey stick upwards 
and slashed Geraldi across the front 
of the face.

Care In Selecting Hens 

Hens should be in production three 
weeks before starting to save the 
eggs for hatching. Often electric 
lights are used to start the birds lay- 
ing in February for March hatching 
eggs. If not used to provide longer 
than a 12-hour day, lights will not 
injure a bird's ability to produce 
hatchable eggs throughout the 
spring. In the selection of hens be 
sure they have vigour and nervous 
energy above all else. A hen that 
has a high egg record back of her, 
but was herself physically wrecked 
in making that record, is worthless 
as a breeder. Keep in mind that the 
laying record, in this respect, tells

Dairy Cattle Rations 


Continuing from last week the dis- 
cussion of rations for dairy cattle 
the following is recommended where 
no silage or roots are available: Al- 
falfa or clover hay, 1% Ibs. to 2 lbs. 
to every 100 Ibs. live weight. Con- 
centrates—200 Ibs, oats,200 Ibs. bran, 
100 Ibs. barley, 150 Ibs. oilcake. Al- 
ternative concentrates in this case 
are: 150 Ibs. oats, 100 lbs. bran, 100 
Ibs. ‘gluten feed, 50 Ibs. oil cake. 
Where lower grades of hay are used 
the proportion should be 1% to 2 Ibs. 
to every 100 Ibs. live weight, with 
the following concentrates: 200 lbs. 
oats, 200 Ibs. bran, 100 lbs. gluten 
feed, 250 Ibs. oil cake. Alternative 
concentrates here are: 100 Ibs. oats, 
100 Ibs. bran, 100 Ibs. oil cake, 100 
Ibs. gluten feed; or 100 Ibs. oats, 100 
lbs> bran, 100 Ibs. oil cake; or 200 Ibs. 
oats and.100 Ibs. ofl cake. Note— 
Feed 1 Ib. concentrates to 4 Ibs. 
milk. Corn or wheat may be used 
in place of barley in any of the above 
rations, 


Marshes Produce Wealth 


Extraordinary success had attend- 
ed the plan of draining and reclaini- 
ing the Holland marshes near Brad- 
ford under the supervision of W. H. 
Day, former professor at O. A. Cc. In 
1930 a total of 37 acres in this area 
yielded a return of $26,000. The har- 
vest made a total of 50 carloads and 
included parsnips, carrots, onions, 
celery and lettuce. The average 
yield per acre was $702, which leads 
Mr. Day to say: “Compare this with 
your high land crops. With wheat 
at 70c a bushel it would require a 
yield of 1000 bushels per acre to 
equal our average marsh returns. In- 
dividaal pieces have done much bet- 
ter than the average. One acre of 
lettuce yielded $1400; one-seventh 
acre of celery nearly $500 and 6'> 
acres celery $10,412." Only a small 
portion of the marshes have yet been 
drained. They consist of low, very 
rich soil, only a few feet above the

The two harbors are separated by 
a long headland, over which the birds 
fly a distance of six or seven,/niles 
when changing grounds. These wat- 
ars have been a bird sanctuary for 
some years, but the law provides that 
shooting from the shore may take 
place during the open season. The 
main shooting is done as the birds 
fly from one harbor to the other over 
what are known as the Goose Hills, 
where a number of hunters’ cabins 
are located. 

Local opinion as to the number of 
geese which comprise this winter col- 
my vary, but a conservative estimate 
arrived at after observing the flocks 
through high powered binoculars 
»ylaces the number at approximately 
20,000. 

The Northern. Bald Eagle, raré in 
Nova Scotia,is never absent from the 
Port Joli district when the geese are 
there. Every winter a dozen or more 
of these creatures, with a wingspread 
of seven or eight feet, haunt the 
woods which encircle the harbors, ‘tc 
prey on wounded geese. 

About the middle of March there is 
a stir in the flock. Some morning 
when a drizzling rain has succeeded 
the nip of frost, a small flock, per- 
haps a hundred or less, detaches it 
self from the main army, to rise in 
ragged formation from the water, 
and circle many times over the har- 
bor, calling excitedly as though to in-

ues, until at the end of two weeks. 
practically all have departed on the 
long flight north.

ALBERTA TOWN 


Vegerville, Alta., Feb. 7—A rare 
malady has made its appearance in 
this community. Returning from a 
hunting trip which took him into the 
wilds of Northern Alberta, F. P.

A Hudson Bay ship goes in once a 
year to bring out minerals.

OF HYDRO LINES 


Mr. McVicar, representing the Hy- 
dro-Electric Power Commission, has 
been: stopping at the Royal Hotel, 
Marmora, for a couple of weeks and 
has been erranging a settlement for 
the right-of-way for the new high 
power line which is being constructed 
at present. 


will be four rows. of towers with 
heavy cables across the Province 
from the Ottawa river to Toronto. 
In order to handle other large blocks 
of power, which have been purchased 
for a long period,.on the St. Law- 
rence river, it is expected two other 
series of high tension lines will be 
constructed from the points of devel- 
opment in Quebec Province to Toron- 
to. Surveys are now being made for 
one right-of-way, and one telephone 
line.Later on another right-of-way 
will be surveyed, which is expected 
to run Qeuth of Bonarlaw. Four lin- 
es of steel towers wilichs erected to 
carry heavy cables. One telephoné 
line will serve four lines of towers 
which appears to be one of the rea~ 
sons for placing four rows of towers 
on each right-of-wry. 

Clearing off the trees and brush on 
the right-of-way north of Marmora 
is providir g considerable employment 
just now. Several from the Village 
are engaged in the work, as well as 
a number of farmers across whose 
farms the right-of-way is being 
opened. .

in Oxford County several years ago 
discovered that the cost of milk pro- 
duction varied all the way from $1.70 
to $4.86 per cwt. on different farms; 
and it furthermore demonstrated 
that the dairyman with a herd aver- 
aging 5,000 pounds of milk per cow 
or less had a minus labor income of 
$116, while the owner of a herd aver- 
aging between 6,000 and 7,000 pounds 
of milk per cow had a labour income 
of $599 per year. But this problem 
of production costs goes further back 
than the cow, the hen or the hog. 
Soil tillage and cropping are more 
fundamental still. Digestible protein 
produced in timothy hay will cost| 
the feeder around $16 per cwt., 
whereas it can be and is being pro- 
duced at a cost of $3.25 per cwt. in 
the form of alfalfa! Going still fur- 
ther back to the beginning of the 
cost structure we find farmers pur- 
chasing fertilizers individually in one, 
two and three-ton lots, and giving & 
note in payment. In Prince Edward 
Island the requirements are pooled 
into one huge order and an immense 
saving’ is made. Growers on 
Island obtain their bluestone for 
spraying purposes for approximately 
half what the Ontario grower is pay- 
ing. Prince Edward Island is adopt- 
ing the European methods of buying 
where the growers, not of one coun- 
try only, but of several countries, 
unite to place their orders for fertil- 


izers.

AUTO IS DEMOLISHED 


Presence of mind probably saved 
A. ©. Mitchell, R. R. No. 6, Belleville, 
from a horrible death late Sundar 
afternoon at the George Street rail- 
way crossing of the C.P.R. and C.N. 
railways. His car was struck by a 
C.N.R. Belleville passenger train, No. 
9 and partly demolished, the lone oc- 
cupant escaping by leaping from the 
car just before it was struck.

VETERANS SEE SUCCESS 
IN UNITED EFFORT 


Toronto, Feb. 18—Amalgamation 
of all ex-service men’s organizations 
in Canada into one integral associa- 
tion was seen today as the develop- 
ment from the executive meeting of 
the Army and Navy Veterans in Ot- 
tawa this week.

“duplication of effort, machinery and 
expenditure. 


CAR STORAGE 
IS PREY TO FIRE 


A loss estimated at over $5,000.00, 
at least partially-covered by insur- 
ance, was sustained by the Belleville 
Fruit Company in the disastrous fire 
which broke out in the garage hous- 
ing the company’s trucks about 8.30 
Sunday evening. 

There were four trucks and two 
automobiles parked in the lean-to at 
the rear of the Metropolitan Store, 
Front Street, and the firemen suc- 
ceeded in getting the machines out of 
the raging inferno before they were 
totally destroyed. 

One trvck is almost a complete 
loss: both cars are severely burned 
and damaged. A_ big sedan has the 
inside almost completely gutted, and 
a new coupe will probably require an 
entire new body. 

“J did not have all the machines 
insured,” said Frank Domenico, man- 
ager of the Belleville Fruit Company, 
“Tl did have, however,the truck which 
was so badly burned, insured against 
fire.” 

The garage belonged to the S. Do- 
menico estate. One truck stored in 
the building did not belong to the 
Belleville Fruit Company. It was 
not insured. Of the two cars, one 
was Frank Domenico’s private ma- 
chine and the other belonged to the 
company.

ANY FOR THE GAIN OF A FEW.” 
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FIRE DESTROYS 
BANCROFT SCHOOL | 


Bancroft, Feb. 24.—Fire, which 
broke out in the basement of the 
Public and Continuation school in 

‘Bancroft, shortly after seven o'clock 
this morning totally destroyed this 
‘building and all the contents with the 
exception of a few desks in one of 
the rooms. The loss is estimated at 
$20,000.00 with insurance of $8,000. 
The Board of Education contemplate 
che immediate erection of a modern 
digh and Public school. By the loss, 
nearly 300 pupils have been deprived 
of educational facilities for a short 
time, but @rrangements are being 
made to accommodate the classes in 
the Community Hall, the Orange Hall 
and the basement of the United 
Church. It was fortunate that there 
was no pupils in the school at the 
time the fire broke out. 

Edwin Whitefoot, the caretaker of 
the school, was busy about the place, 
when he .smelled smoke and investi- 
gating found the whole basement of 
the school a seething mass of flames. 
He immediately raised the alarm and 
before the brigade could respond and 
play a stream of hose on the inferno, 
the blaze had gained such headway 
that it was impossible to save the 
structure. An effort was made to re- 
move some of the furniture, but only 
afew desks were taken from one 
room. All the pupils’ books and 
other material were destroyed. The 
school was built 17 years ago at a 
cost of $11,000.00 and was of brick 
construction. There were four rooms 
in the public school, the Principal be- 
ing W. C. Summers, the teachers, 
Miss Breshenham, Miss Daly, Miss 
Thomas and Mr. Warren, while there 
were two rooms. in the Continuation 
school,the Principal being W. G. Her- 
rington and Assistant Principal Miss 
Trula Mason, of Belleville. 

This is one of the most disastrous 
fires. that has occurred in the north- 
ern part of the county in some years 
but the Board of Education, although 
feeling keenly the loss of their fine 
school, will immediately set to work 
to build a better and more up-to-date 
structure.

Quebec has systematized this busi- 
ness of collecting the sap and manu- 
facturing and selling the products. 
Labor saving machinery has been in- 
troduced, quality has been sought 
and secured, waste has been eliminat- 
ed and the standard of the goods has 
been stressed. 

The maple industry is confined to 
the four provinces, Ontario, Quebec, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, 
the two former leading by a large 
margin. Fifty thousand farmers and 
otnemmaple-grove owners devote at- 
tention to this business, and about 
eight million trees are tapped annual- 
ly. Of the total about 85 per cent 
are in Quebec and fourteen per cent. 
in Ontario. The total value of the 
maple products for /Canada in 1929 
was $6,118,856 and i 1930 $5,250,- 
629. 

The Department believes that there 
is fine opportunity for the expansion 
of the industry, only one fourth of 
the hard maple trees in Canada be- 
ing tapped. There are about sixty 
million hard maple trees untapped in 
Eastern Canada. Each tree yitids on 
an average of two and a half pounds 
of sugar annually, and as one third 
of the stand is available for tapping 
there is a possible yield of fifty milli- 
on pounds of sugar. The other two 
thirds constitutes reserve for future 
expansion of this industry which was 
begun in the days of the Indians.

The tourist tratfic is conceded i 
hold third place, exceeded only by 
agriculture in the first place and 
lumbering and forestry operations ir 
the second. The Bureau of Statistics 
at Ottawa state that tourist arrivals 
throughout Canaca numbered 11,- 
423,000, a general increase through- 
out the country as compared with the 
same period the previous year of 26 
p.c. 

Figuring it in dollars it is estimat- 
ed that the whole of Canada received 
new money in the tourist business of 
over $109,000,000. The year 1929 was 
larger in numbers by 26 p.c. This 
revenue is greater than the gross an- 
nual production of our fisheries, or of 
our hydrv-electric power systems, or 
of many important branches of man- 
ufacture. This tourist traffic does 
not constitute an industry, for it is 
nothing more than a temporary addi- 
tion to our population, spending here 
but not earning here, and the expen- 
diture is spread among trades and 
industries in about. the same way as 
the expenditure of residents. If re- 
tail sales carry an average profit of 
20 p.c. this would be $20,000,000, and 
of course, the business can be traced 
back through various stages in each 
of which a profit is derived.

London, England, Feb. 23.—Home 
farming produces approximately 40 
per cent. of the food consumed in 
Great Britain. 

Britain is obliged to import great 
quantities of food supplies, as is 
shown by the fact that annually 
more than 60 per cent of the food is 
imported valued at about £378,500,- 
000. Agriculture, though, pays 4 
large and vital part in the national 
economic life. Britain, of course, is 
forced to concentrate on livestock 
production and has not vast prairic 
farms such as are in Canada. 

Stock breeding in Britain has never 
been at such a high scientific peak 
as at present.

Establishricat of a fruit and veg- 
etable grovers’ market council for 
the province and drastic changes in 
general marketing conditions are re- 
commended in the report of Commis- 
sioner W. B. Somerset to Hon. T. L. 
Kennedy, Minister of Agriculture, 
following extensive inquiry into mar- 
keting problems of the fruit and veg- 
etable industries. It is suggested 
that this market council should have 
a permanent paid secretary with a 
local secretary for each district and 
an executive committee, with power 
to Rppoint committees to study and 
deal with problems. Registration of 
all commercial fruit and vegetable 
growers is suggested so that they 
must place their registered number 
on all packages they market. Licens- 
ing and bonding of all shippers, 
truckers and commission men is re- 
commended, as well as the establish- 
ment of sales promotion offices in 
Western Canada and in Quebec and 
the Maritimes during the selling sea- 
son, Other recommendations are as 
follows: That surveys be made each 
season of crop conditions and the 
sales possibilities of the markets; 
tat. Government assistance be given 
in establishing central packing plants 
and cold storage or pre-cooling facili- 
ties: that by-product research be 
made into the commercial possibili- 
ties of the disposal of low grade 
fruits and vegetables; ‘that steps be 
taken. to prevent the marketing of 
immature fruit and vegetables; that 
the collective purchase of fertilizers 
and other supplies be fully canvass- 
ed; and that as a means of improving 
the quality of grade and pack for all 
markets the question of establishing 
an Ontario brand be considered. ~

Tuesday by Hon. H. C. Nixon, Pro- 
gressive leader. These steps, he said, 
should be taken in the interest of 
economy to lighten the burden of 
taxation on the people in a time of 
depression. With regard to the Cab- 
inet ministers, Mr. Nixon said the act 
passed last session increasing their 
remuneration from $10,000 a year to 
$12,000 should be repealed and the 
repeal be made retroactive. 

Reductions in salaries of civil serv- 
ants would apply only to those re- 
ceiving more than $3,500. With the 
Liquor Commissioners, Mr. Nixon 
would cut their salaries in half and 
then apply the ten per cent. reduc- 
tion. 

Mr. Nixon urged repeal of the act 
passed last session requiring candid- 
ates for ejection to the legislature to 
deposit $200. The law could do no 
good, he asserted, and might serious- 
ly embarrass a worthy candidate.

CANADIAN APPLE 
- MARKET IN FRANCE 


Ottawa, Feb. 24—-Canadian apples 
have been on display in Paris, by the 
Canadian National Railways, and 
have made a strong and deep impres- 
sion amongst the French people. Al- 
though in normal years the French 
grew several varieties of apples, 
when there is a poor crop there are 
not nearly enough for consumption. 
tT rts were made from Italy and 
the United States in large quantities. 

Several shipments of Canadian 
apples from Ontario, Nova Scotia 
and BDrilish Columbia have been 
made and the importers are very 
optimistic about the future if the 
quality, which is absolutely essential, 
is maintained. Advice is received 
from Paris that the growers’ Associ- 
ation of each province should take 
special care of their French orders, 
as the last shipment from Canada 
were of inferior quality. Correct 
packing of the apples means the 
winning ‘or losing of the French 
market.

EARTHQUAKE WAVES 


I ecciiiaatanaaaanaaaeial 


Earthquake vibrations or waves, as 
recorded at the Dominion Observa- 
tory, Department of the Interior, Ot- 
tawa, are of four kinds. Waves of 
two distinct varieties travel along 
the surface of the earth, penetrating 
to a depth of only a few miles, and 
carry with them information about, 
the surface layer through which they 
have passed. Of even greater inter- 
est, however, are the waves which 
pass through the interior of the 
earth. They are also of two kinds, 
known as longitudinal. and trans- 
verse. The longitudinal waves can 
pass through gases, liquids or solids, 
but the transverse vibrations can be 
propagated through @ solid medium
